Why the Jog On Correction Lines? 


It was related tho pthcr day in a 
special cablegram to The Herald from 
Oslo, Norway, that the Norwegian 
cabinet hud voted to tear dowm nil the 
fortresses that Norway had built along 
the Swedish border. 

That is u sane example that ought 
to spread. 

These symbols of enmity go down 
because enmity lias passed out of tho 
hearts of Swedes and Norwegians. 
They find that their old hatred was 
needless and foolish, and that they 
can live ilde by side as friends and 
both be much happier and tar better 
off. 

So, naturally, they do uwu;. with tho 
worse than waste of these frowning 
fortresses, and in the same motion 
the Norwegian Government cuts its 
i military budget by two million kroner. 

I That 13 only part of Europe, of 
course, and the fortresses to bo razed 
i are only a small proportion of those 
that still stand threateningly across 
International borders 

Hut new forts are not being built 
—for one reason because they have 
erased to have much value, but for 
another and gicater reason: that at 
last it can bo said, for the first time 
in recorded history, that tho weight 
of tho world’s thinking is toward peace 
instead of toward war. New forts 
aro not being built, and some forts, at 
least, aro being torn down. Even a 
littlo of this is great news for a world 
j that nerds Just this kind of news so 
I much.

Liberal Supply Necessary is Opinion 
of U. S. Doctor 

Home of our. food specialists think 
the average diet would supply all the 
food elements needed for health and 
bodily vigor if it contained a little 
more milk. Tho special reason for 
increasing the allowance of milk Is to 
bupply more lirao than tho average 
man now gets. Dr. D. Breseo -Jones, 
of tho Fnlted States department of ag¬ 
riculture, does not altogether agree. 
Ho advises ‘a well chosen, varied diet. 
Including more milk, more green vege¬ 
tables, fruits and more cereals than 
is included in tho diet of the average 
person.**

mado from tho whole berries of grains 
and including, therefore, a liberal sup-
